Sometimes laughing, 
occasionally sad, he never lost 


Tavern Post Emphasizes Attitudes 
Typical Of U.S. College Students

That thick black cloud that 
seems to be looming over college 
students today shows its impact 
on the thinking of Santa Ana 
College students in the 1966 edi- 
tion of Tavern Post. 

Although some of the pieces 
lack professional polish, the mag- 
azine is probably one of the bet- 
ter collections of literary works 
published at SAC. 

Particularly noteworthy are 
two short stories by Paul Beidler, 
“Patriotism?” and ‘The Mir- 
acle.” Both are tragic. In the 
first, Beidler relates the story 
of a love-stricken GI, and in the 
second, the plight of a cured 
cancer patient. 


Mike Shiners submitted three 
satirical stories. In “Bernard” 
he reflects on the wasted life of 
an alcoholic. Shiners’ ““A Modern 
Fable’? attempts to simplify the 
cause and effect of World War 
II. Still on the theme of WW II, 
he offers an exemplified opinion 
on the mass burning of books. 

An anonymous entry called 
“Bertrand Russell’s Demise” is a 
gross comment on the dissatisfac- 
tion of some of today’ youth. 

Opening heavy, and tragically, 
Claudia Martinez’ ‘Thank God 
For Small Favors’ provides al- 
most “‘comic relief’ following the 
ugly demise. 

Probably the best of the poe- 
try in the magazine is ‘“‘A Man’s 
Confession” by Pamela Yates. 
In the poem man confesses his 
hidden emotion. The poem, how- 
ever, would have left deeper im- 
pact had the last stanza been cut. 

Linda Clark submitted two 


Haikus to the Tavern Post, and 
considering the difficulty of 
writing Haiku, Miss Clark’s 
poems are admirably well writ- 
ten for a college student. 


Along the lines of the contem- 
porary theme of Tavern Post is 
a one line poem titled “Com- 
ment:” 

“Fleas — Adam had *::m.”’

“The people you work on, you 
hardly realize they’re dead, es- 
pecially the kids...like dolls,” 
he confided. 


SOMETHING DIFFERENT 


Trax became a mortician be- 
cause “it was something differ- 


ent. I started as a driver in a pall ; 
bearer’s car, but found embalm- } 


ing fascinating. You wouldn’t be- 
lieve the things they do to you 
after you’re dead.” 


Fear played a large part in } 


Trax’s midnight labors. He lived 
directly above the mortuary, and 
sometimes, when horror movies 
were playing on_ television, 
strange noises played tricks on 
his imagination. 


GROANING SOUNDS 


“At two or three o’clock in the 
morning, the _ slightest noise 
could make you almost stop 
breathing. Bodies would fall off 
the table or gas would escape in 
a loud, groaning sound. When a 
body hits the floor it clangs hor- 
ribly,” Trax related. 

Of all his memories, Trax re- 
calls sadness as the emotion that 
sticks in his mind most. ‘“‘There 
was never anyone happy, even 
other morticians were sad. Some- 
times it could be so depressing.” 


LIVE BODIES 


Trax ran into some strange 
occurences during his’ work. 
Bodies would suddenly ‘“‘come to 
life’? and sit up when embalm- 
ing fluid was injected, or in rare 
cases a body would actually 
awaken and be alive. “Friends 
told me about those cases. Luck- 
ily, I never ran into a situation 
like that.” 

At first,. Trax was plagued by 
nightmares and loss of hunger, 
but the effect was only tempor- 
ary. “I still have occassional 
nightmares though,” he admitted. 


EVER GET SICK 


Memorial Day was pegged as 
being one of the briskest periods 
for mortuaries. ‘‘Accident vic- 
tims were high on the death list,”’ 
Trax recalls. 

Did he ever get sick? “Not 
violently, but the first two or 
three times I couldn’t eat lunch 
and I had my doubts about din- 
ner,” he conceded.

State Junior College Athletic Association Board Huddles Today 
For Decision On Proposed Dual-Conference California Bowl

Even though the State 
Junior College Athletic As- 
sociation meets today in 
Modesto to decide the fate 
of the proposed California 
Bowl, local interest seems 
to have already overwhelm- 
ingly accepted the idea. 


Joe Kroll, dean of student ac- 
tivities at Orange Coast College 
and acting chairman of the ten- 
man board, thought up the Cali- 
fornia Bowl — pitting the East- 
ern and Metropolitan Confer- 
ence champions — after realiz- 
ing that for the past eight years 
the football powers in the state 
have come from the two local 
conferences. 


“T’m very confident that it 
will pass,” nodded Kroll. “I 
think that the California Bowl 
will be every bit as glamorous as 
the Junior Rose Bowl and no ex- 
pense will be spared to make it 
that way.” 


Kroll pointed out that the pro- 
posed bowl game would actually 
cost less than the JRB. The Cali- 
fornia Bowl, set for the 42,000- 
seat Anaheim Stadium, Dec. 3, 
would make money, he stated. 
“Each conference will profit 
from this. So much is designated 
for charity, so much is designat- 
ed for the stadium fee, and so 
much is designated for other ex- 
penses — and the rest goes to the 
two conferences.”
